Higher Prices 
For Eggs Ahead, 
Magazine Says 


The trend toward cutting baby 
chicks numbers has proved itself, 
and fall egg prices will be higher, 
unless there is an unexpected set­ 
back. 
It now looks as though the price 
increase may go as high as 1 0 cents 
a dozen over last fall’s levels, pre­ 
dicts the May issue of Successful 
Farm ing magazine.

—which were 25 per cent below 
those of a feu years ago 
Their present allotments are 
lower yet, and the government, 
says Fortune, is '‘practically cer­ 
tain.” farmers will overplant. De­ 
spite the 4,500,000 corn acres com­ 
mitted to the soil bank, farmers 
may end up increasing already 
burdensome corn stocks. 
Less total planted acreage and 
lower production would help to 
keep farm prices “rising gently,” 
Fortune says. 
Prices of food grains, feed, dairy 
products, livestock, and especially 
those of hogs strengthened after 
mid-1956, so that average 1956 pric­ 
es equaled those of 1955. 
In early 1957, according to the 
magazine, prices “have been high­ 
er” than a. year ago, and the 1957 
average should exceed t h a t of 
1956 by “two to three per cent.”

ALTHOUGH PRICE supports 
have been lowered for cotton, 
feeds, and oil-bearing, crops, prices 
of these crops — corn excepted — 
says Fortune, are now above sup­ 
port levels. The magazine asserts 
that hog and cattle prices should 
average “higher than .in 1956," 
and currently low broiler .and egg 
prices should show some recovery 
by the fall. 
Fortune says that “the parity ra­ 
tio will not improve this year.” 
Farmers,, a e c o r ding to the mag­ 
azine, will be paying higher prices, 
too. “Prices paid for family living 
expenses as well as for produc­ 
tion items have been rising; in mid- 
February they were already more 
than two per cent above the 1.9.56 
i verage. 
Indeed, the party ratio may even 
slip to a trifle below the 83 regis­ 
tered in 1956, lowest yearly average 
since 1940.”

125 Mile Height 
WHITE SANDS, N. M. «4—A 
“sun follower" Aerobee rocket 
soared 125 miles above this desert 
testing base Friday for an ultra­ 
violet peek at the sun. 
At a predetermined height, a 
camera popped from the nose of 
the Aerobee and took a 360 degree 
picture of the upper atmosphere 
and the sun’s activity. The cam­ 
era was parachuted to earth. 
It fell about 40 miles from the 
launching site, and recovery crews 
have started searching for it.

RAGWORMS attack most trees 
and shrubs but are especially de­ 
structive to ornamental evergreens. 
Spindle-shaped bags (filled with 
eggs) can be seen throughout the 
state' handing on trees and shrubs. 
Removing these tags before June 
1st and destroying them gives com­ 
plete control. A thorough spraying 
with lead arsenate (3 tablespoons 
per gal. of water), or malathion 
<2-3 teaspoons per gal.) in late 
June, after the eggs have hatched, 
is also effective in controlling this 
insect. 
• • * 
CUTWORM.S vary in n u m hers 
from year to year but may be ex­ 
pected to be troublesome in crops 
following sod. There are many 
kinds which may damage plants in 
a number of ways. Cutworms com­ 
monly cut off plants either above 
or below the surface of the soil, de­ 
pending on the kind, soil temper­ 
ature, and m o i sture. Growing 
points of young corn plants are so 
low that they often outgrow cut­ 
worm damage if the worms are 
controlled early. Spraying or dust­ 
ing at once with toxaphene (2 lbs. 
acre), heptachlor (% lb. acre), or 
dieldrin (44 lb. acre) is the recom­ 
mended control. Material should 
be directed over the row. Toxa­ 
phene baits prepared by mixing 3 
lbs. actual toxaphene with 100 lbs. 
oí bran are also effective.

FLEA BEETLES are responsi­ 
ble for the spread of bacterial 
will in sweet corn. The control of 
these tiny black beetles then will 
result in the control of this dis­ 
ease. Spray early varieties of 
sweet corn as soon as they 
emerge using DDT (IV» lbs. of 
actual per acre) R e p e a t in 
3-4 days if beetles continue to 
migrate in. Early applications 
are important if the disease is to 
be prevented.9 9 9 
HORNFLIES can be controlled 
economically on beef cattle by us­ 
ing a back-rubbing device. A back- 
rubber consists of 3 strands of 
barbed wire, c h a i n , or cable 
wrapped with burlap and hung be­ 
tween two posts. The sarks are then 
treated with a 5 per cent meth- 
oxychlGr, or DDT in. oil solution... 
Cattle will take advantage of this 
“scratcher” to brush off flies. We 
are no longer recommending these 
for dairy animals.

MILLER BILL (Miller Pesticide 
Amendment to the Food and drug 
Law) is a federal law which per­ 
mits growers to use chemicals safe­ 
ly in production of food products 
without hazards to the consumer 
(As you should know) — it sets 
up certain limit a t i o n s on the 
amounts of these crop-protectants 
which can be present on various 
crops at harvest time. The inter­ 
pretation of this law by the Food 
and. Drug officials has caused us to 
change many of our recommenda­ 
tions. Growers have nothing to wor­ 
ry about if they spray of dust ac­ 
cording to la ble directions — on the 
crops specified, in the amounts 


specified, and at the tim. specified.

SEED TREATMENT with an in­ 
secticide is c h e a p insurance 
against seed maggots. Lindane, di- 
eldrin, or heptachlor can be used 
as a powder and applied to the 
seed prior to planting. This treat­ 
ment will help control wire worms 
but is is not satisfactory under 
severe infestations. Powders con­ 
taining 25-50 per cent active ingred­ 
ients are available for this use. One 
ounce of active ingredient is usu­ 
ally applied per bushel of seed (4 
oz. 25 per cent). 


SPITTLEBUG NYMPHS a re 
often a problem in strawberries 
as well as legumes. Spray with 
1 pint of 20 per cent lindane, or 
2 quarts of 25 per cent meth- 
oxychlor emulsion concen t r ate 
per 100 gallons water when plants 
start to bloom. Methoscychlor is 
preferred if berries are set. 'This 
spray will also help control plant 
bugs which are responsible for 
“button berries”. 
Weevils may be d e s t roying 
stored wheat. This grain should 
be inspected, to see that is is clean 
and cool. If the presence of wee­ 
vils indicates the need for fumiga­ 
ting, a day when the air is quiet 
and the temperature is above 70 de­ 
grees F. should be selected to fum­ 
igate. Insect or rodent contamina­ 
tion may reduce the grade and 
therby the value of the grain.

CHRISTMAS TREES and other 
pines may be defoliated by striped, 
hairless, o 1 i v e-green caterpillars 
with distinct black heads. The Eur­ 
opean pine sawfly larvae usually 
hatch in late April or early May 
These larvae do serious dama, g e 
often before detected. A spray or 
dust applications of DDT made 
soon after the 1st of May are ef­ 
fective. Mix 2 lbs. 50 per cent DDT 
wettable powder per 100 gals, oi 
water or apply a 5 per cent DDT 
dust.

OLD FARM SCALES 
The old farm scales, which 
formerly w e r e found on most 
leading farms in Fayette County, 
have all but vanished. 
The scales were housed in frame 
buildings with both ends of the 
building open so a wagon loaded 
with grain, hay or livestock, could 
be driven upon them. 
The s c a l e s had a framework 
with boards spaced several inches 
apart, so that livestock could be 
driven upon them, and the gates 
at each end closed until the stock 
wTa.s weighed.. 
When these old farm scales were 
popular a half century and more 
ago, they were frequently used, not 
only by the owners, but by neigh­ 
bors who wished tc sell livestock 
and grain, and weighed it before 
selling. 
In those days livestock buyers 
purchased hogs, s h e e p and cat­ 
tle, and accepted the weights of 
the farm scales wit,bout question. 
The livestock was then hauled to 
the shipping point, and most of it 
sent to Pittsburgh, which was the 
leading livestock market east of 
Chicago. 
I still see shallow pits where 
some of the old scales were locat­ 
ed, as most of them have been torn 
away. 
Homer L. McCoy, of the Good 
Hope Rd..., still has one of the old 
farm scales, building and all. 


Willard Bitzer. Columbus Rd., re 
calls that when he was a boy he 
helped drive livestock to some of 
the neighboring scales, and that the 
owner charged 10 cents for each 
“draft”, or for each group of hogs, 
cattle, or sheep, or load of corn, 
w'heat, etc. that was weighed. 
Willard also states that the only 
farm scales left, out of several for­ 
mer located on the Columbus Rd. 
between the John Browning farm 
and Madison Mills, is that of Per- 
neLl. 
Farm scales formerly located on 
the Frank Meyers (now the Gordon 
W. Cowdery farm) Spencer Ma­ 
han and Cy West farms, have van 
ished, most of them having been 
torn out man;, years ago.

QUINCE WINTER 
Quince trees are in bloom, and 
“quince winter” arrived with the 
blooming of the quinces. 
There long has been, an old be­ 
lief that colder weather always 
comes while the quince bushes are 
in bloom, and the cold snap has 
been called “quince winter” ever 
since the fruit was grown in this 
community. 
Invariably early in May, wheth­ 
er quince trees are blooming or 
not, there usually is a period of a 
few days when the weather is.' very 
chilly and disagreeable. 
Inasmuch as q u i n c e bush e s 
usually bloom early in May, some­ 
one tied in the blooming time with 
the chilly weather, and ever since 
it. has been “quince winter..”

Such an infil­ 
tration is taking place in the Uni­ 
ted States at the present tim e at 
such an acceleration that all the 
agencies of A m erican 
govern­ 
ment find them selves frustrated 
by it. 
It could be th a t analysis would 
show that a concentrated effort 


of Europeans is being m ade so to 
i n v a d e the ownership of t h e 
Am erican economy that we shall 
be paying for a w ar aimed at our 
destruction. Such a suicidal act is 
intolerable.

For exam ple, the curr e n t in 
your home generally can be con­ 
sidered danger o u i . Anyth i n g 
above 65 volts can cause harm , 
especially if the person coming 
in direct contact with it is well­ 
grounded. 
Electricity used in most homes 
is 110 volt, 60-cycle alternating 
current. E xperts tell me t h a t 
alternating current is about three 
tim es as dangerous as direct cu r­ 
rent and the greatest hazard is 
in the cycle range of 30 to 150. 


Reactions Differ 


C urrent which m a y kill one 
person may have little or no ef­ 
fect on other persons. 
Most susceptible to shock are 
elderly persons, alcoholics, those 
with disturbed thyroid, those suf­ 
fering from hard e n i n g of the 
arteries and those with c h r o n - 
ically greasy skin. 
Usual sym ptom s of shock in­ 
clude nervousness, headache, de­ 
fective m em ory, insom n i a, de­ 
lirium a n d som etim es e v e n s 
com plete change in personality. 


Electrical Accident 
These sym ptom s don’t always 


dev e I o p im m ediately after an 
electrical accident. Sometim e s it 
may be several months bef o r e 
they occur. 
Often the extent of electric a I 
burns can’t be determ ined f o r 
days or even weeks after an acci­ 
dent. Because of the high tem ­ 
perature of t h e electr i c burn, 
there is always danger that the 
shock will cause dam age to the 
blood vessels. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. L. P. A.: I have been ill 
for two years with a heart con­ 
dition and have lust my desire 
for food What can I take to re ­ 
store my appetite? 


Answer: Poor appetite com e s 
from m any causes. A thorough 
exam ination should be m ade to 
determ ine the cause of the trou­ 
ble so that proper treatm ent may 
be employed.

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'Pentomic' Military Structure Tested 
B e t w e e n the two w o r l d wars the 
United States— like many other nations— 
was relatively asleep in regard to the tre­ 
mendous advances then taking place in 
military matters, especially airpower. 
Snug between two oceans, the count r v 
was not greatly concerned about its de­ 
fenses. 
This is not happening in the 1950s. Rea­ 
lizing that oceans mean little in an air age, 
the United States is pushing rapidly ahead 
in development of armed forces for th e 
nuclear-missile age. 
The Army has completed maneuv e r s 
of three weeks involving the 101st A i r- 
borne, First Infantry and First Armor e d 
divisions. 
The “war gam es” t e s t e d the use of 
atomic artillery, c l o s e d-circuit televi­ 
sion, new air support methods, l i m i t e d 
range missiles such as the Honest John 


and Corporal and other innovations. 
Most of all. they gave a field test to the 
new “pentomic” (five - sided) struct u r e 
of airborne and infantry units. 
These divisions will liave five combat 
units now instead of battalions and regi­ 
ments. This will g i v e them greater flex­ 
ibility and will permit the lOlsUto be more 
easily transportable by air. 
The Marine C o r p s also has announced 
a streamlining of its divisions to m a k e 
them air-transportable. Until recently the 
Marines were essentially amphibious and 
ground troops. Now they are taking to the 
air. 
The era of ‘‘small brush - fire w a r s” 
may be gone, as some military commen­ 
tators believe in the w a k e of t h e Suez 
fighting. 
But the United States cannot afford to 
put all its defenses in the missile basket 
until and unless the belief is borne out. 


Laff-A-Day 


Enemy Property in the U. S. 
Whenever eemy property is 
teized, it leads to something of a 
scandal because a new vested in­ 
terest is established in a bargain 
counter ownership. H o w e ver, 
wars do disclose how much of the 
United S t a t e s is foreign-owned 
and who the owners are. 
It would appear that Hermann 
J. Abs. who is president of the 
Society to Promote the Protect­ 
ion of Private investments of 
Cologne, objects to the fact “that 
the property of thousands of pri­ 
vate persons is still being with­ 
held from them 12 years after the 
end of the war.” 
In a word, he regards the sei­ 
zure of enemy alien property 
during the war years as a temp­ 
orary measure to be corrected 
as soon as the war is over. 
Unfortunately during a modern 
war, there are no private persons. 
Modern wars are all-inclusive and 
Germany played a principal role 
in making war total. Therefore 
Abs’ argument, while raising cer­ 
tain humane criteria, comes with 
poor grace, even from a West 
German. 
When German property, held 
in the United States during the 
past two wars, was seized and 
some of it sold to American citi­ 
zens over the bargain counter as 
enemy alien property, it was a 
justifiable act of war and there 
can be no reason why Americans 
should concern themselves too 
much about it. 
History is continuous and there­ 
fore Germany cannot reject al­ 
together responsibility for what 
was done when Hitler ruled the 
country. 
It was not the German people 
who overthrew Hitler; it was the 
allied armies and American pro­ 
duction. 
Abs said: 
** . . .Nasser has shown the 
world how easy it is to get away 
with confiscating not only pro­ 
perty of private British, French 
and Israeli citizens, but also pro­ 
perty of citizens of other nations 
just because those nations dared 


to vote against Egypt In the 
United Nations. He simply copied 
the United States Trading with 
the Enemy Act.” 
But Egypt was not at war 
with any country nor was any 
country at war with Egypt except 
Israel. 
Egypt maintains a state of bel­ 
ligerency with Israel; would like 
to hold a peace conference with 
Egypt. Beyond that no state of 
war existed or exists. 
Therefore, Nasser’s seizure of 
the Suez Canal was an act of 
theft which in the parlance of in­ 
ternational relations m i g h t be 
called confiscation but is never 
justified without due process. 
Such due process exists in the 
World Court at the Hague. 
N a s s e r ’s seizure oi Greek, 
Italian and other businesses in 
Cario, some of them existing 
there for centuries, or at least, 
generations, cannot be justified 
on any grounds, except the bru­ 
tal Bolshevik doctrine that t rev­ 
olution justifies all its acts by the 
inflecible law of necessity. 
In a word, revolution postpones 
all moral considerations. It is the 
same law that guided Hitler and 
that still holds in East Germany, 
War however often discloses 
that the enemy has infiltrated the 
economy of a nation with the ob­ 
ject of weakening it in advance 
of actual conflict. Such an infil­ 
tration is taking place in the Uni­ 
ted States at the present time at 
such an acceleration that all the 
agencies of American govern­ 
ment find themselves frustrated 
by it. 
It could be that analysis would 
show that a concentrated effort

of Europeans is being made so to 
i n v a d e the ownership of th e 
American economy that we shall 
be paying for a war aimed at our 
destruction.

Those congressional commit­ 
tees now investigating these ac­ 
tivities and Louis Léfkowitz, at­ 
torney general: of New York State, 
who has brought cases involving 
two Swiss banks into courts, may 
uncover not only the method of 
operations of this infiltration but 
its motivations. Lefkowitz ap­ 
parently believes that he has evi­ 
dence of trans-iron curtain ac­ 
tivity. 
Abs, of course, is a special plea- J 
aer who came to this country in 
1955 to see whether he could not i 
handle this situation favorably 
for West Germany. 
He has one solid argument for 
his case, and that one is apparent­ 
ly not being used. His argument 
could be that as we are pouring 
so much money into West Ger­ 
many, we may save ourselves 
something, if we settled some of 
these problems. 
But usually Europeans, seeking 
American financial aid, employ 
only 'the plus, never the minus, 
sign.It might be of advantage to dis­ 
cover how much Germany, west 
or east, has invested in American 
industrial enterprises since 1945, 
Such investments c o u l d come 
through Swiss and Amsterdam 
banks

With all of the electrical gadg­ 
ets we find in American homes 
these days, I think most of you 
should be a bit more fa mili a r 
with the dangers of electri c a 1 
burns. 
Now don’t misunderstand me. 
Much of this household equip­ 
ment is perfectly safe. But any­ 
thing could happen. A nd the 
more you know about electrical 
shock and burns, the belt e r it 
will be. 
For example, the curr e n t in 
your home generally can be con­ 
sidered danger o u s. Anyth i n g 
above 65 volts can cause harm, 
especially if the person coming 
in direct contact with it is well- 
grounded. 
Electricity used in most homes 
is 110 volt, 60-cycle alternating 
current. Experts tell me t h a t 
alternating current is about three 
times as dangerous as direct cur­ 
rent and the greatest hazard is 
in the cycle range of 30 to 150. 
Reactions Differ 
Current which m a y kill one 
person may have little or no ef­ 
fect on other persons. 
Most susceptible to shock are 
elderly persons, alcoholics, those 
with disturbed thyroia, those suf­ 
fering from hard e n i n g of the 
arteries and those with c h r o n- 
ically greasy skin. 
Usual symptoms of shock in­ 
clude nervousness, headache, de­ 
fective memory, insom n i a, de­ 
lirium a n d sometimes e v e n a 
complete change in personality. 
Electrical Accident 
These symptoms don’t always 


dev e 1 o p immediately after an 
electrical accident. Sometim e s it 
may be several months bef o re 
they occur. 
Often the extent of electric a 1 
burns can’t be determined f o r 
days or even weeks after an acci­ 
dent. Because of the high tem­ 
perature of th e electr i c burn, 
there is always danger that the 
shock will cause damage to the 
blood vessels. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. L. P. A.: I have been ill 
for two years with a heart con­ 
dition and have lost my desire 
for food. What can I take to re­ 
store my appetite? 
Answer: Poor appetite com e s 
from many causes. A thorough 
examination, should be made to 
determine the cause of the trou­ 
ble so that proper treatment may 
be employed.

By ED CREAGH 
WASHINGTON (JU - Trouble fob 
lowed Joe McCarthy Uke a dog on 
a leash. 
McCarthy didn't have to go look 1 
ing for trouble. He stirred it up 
where he was. 
This is one aspect, maybe the 
only 
one, of the 
late Wisconsin j 
senator on which his friends and 
enemies might agree. 
McCarthy died 
Thursday of 
a 
liver ailment. He was 47. 
Those who deplored 
McCarthy 
will say it was the senator who 
list'd the bully-boy tactics. Those 
on his side will counter with the 
argument that Joe was the vie 
tim of blows below the belt. No­ 
body can question, though, that he 
was the focus of the trouble. 
McCarthy wasn’t 
a l w a y s

fighter. He was shy, hard working 
and bookish as a Wisconsin farm 
boy. It wasn't until he got the itch 
to run for office — first in college, 
later in Wisconsin politics — that 
his 
give-’em-helJ 
strain 
cropped 
out It provided the outlet that his 
restless energy seemed to require 
Jo e lost his first campaign for 
office — for the presidency of the 
Marquette University Debating So­ 
ciety. But the man who beat him 
lost to McCarthy later in a class 


election The issue was decided by 
a 
single vote, 
and the question 
was raised whether McCarthy had 
violated a gentleman’s agreement 
by voting for himself. 
“Sure.” said McCarthy cheerful 
ly. 
“Naturally 
I'd 
vote 
for the 
best man, wouldn't I ? ” 
This was only the first of many 
questions 
raised 
in 
later 
years 
about his methods of getting in 
office and his conduct of the of­ 
fices once elected. 
McCa.thy’s handling of a milk 
price case when he was a circuit

was sharply 
criticized by 
the

power.” The same court took a 
dim view too of his running for 
another office while still on the 
bench, and th

WASHINGTON Uft - Trouble fol 
lowed .loe McCarthy like a dog on 
a leash. 
McCarthy didn’t have to go look 
ing lor trouble. He stirred it up 
where he was. 
This is one aspect, maybe the 
only one, of the late Wisconsin 
senator on which his friends and 
enemies might agree. 
McCarthy died Thursday of a 
liver ailment. He was 47. 
Those who deplored McCarthy 
will say it was the senator who 
used the bully-boy tactics. Those 
on his side will counter with the 
argument that Joe was the vie 
tim of blows below the belt. No 
body can question, though, that he 
was the focus of the trouble. 
McCarthy wasn’t 
a l w a y s 
a 
fighter. He was shy, hard working 
and bookish as a Wisconsin farm 
boy. It wasn’t until he got the itch 
to run for office — first in college, 
later in Wisconsin politics — that 
his

strain 
cropped 
out. It provided the outlet that his 
restless energy seemed to require 
Joe lost his first campaign for 
office — for the presidency of the 
Marquette University Debating So­ 
ciety. But the man who beat him 
lost to McCarthy later in a class 


election. The issue was decided by 
a single vote, and the question 
was raised whether McCarthy had 
violated a gentleman’s agreement 
by voting for himself. 
“Sure.” said McCarthy cheerful 
ly. “Naturally I’d vote for the 
best man, wouldn’t I?”

Speeding Heads List 
Of Law Violations 


A grand total of 126 arrests for 
a whole variety of law violations 
was made in W ashington C. H. dur­ 
ing April, w ith 43 sp e e d ers leading 
the list. 
This was the breakdown as shown 
by city police records. 
Almost all the arrests listed 
involved drinking, driving or both.- 
Only one a r r e s t w as m ad e for 
larceny during the m o nth, though 
several were m a d e d u rin g the last 
week in March. 
Next to speeding, the most-listed 
offense was ordinary intoxicati o n. 
This was entered on the books 15 
times. 
Reckless operation showed up 12 
times and ll people were arrested 
for failure to stop at red lights. 
Seven were arrested for failure to 
stop at stop signs. The compara­ 
tive ease-up in polict work allowed 
the force to arrest six more on 
bench warrants for old unpaid fines 
and similar offenses. 
D r i v i n g while intoxicated— 
the most seriously-punished com­ 
mon offense on the police books 
—showed up five times dur i n g 
April. 
Four were arrested for drunken­ 
ness and disorderly conduct, a n d 
three each for failure to yield the 
right of way, driving under revoka- 
tion of license, and making exces­ 
sive noise. 
Two were arrested for defective 
auto lights and two more for as­ 
sault. 
Other arrests, all of which show­ 
ed up once apiece on police books 
include: 
Improper turn, improper regis- 
stration, failure to display 1957 li­ 
cense tags, defective muffler, re­ 
sisting arrest, failure to stop with­ 
in assured clear distance, permit­ 
ting an unlicensed driver to drive, 
driving without a license and de­ 
fective brakes.

“ Germs, rats, flies and mosqui­ 
toes thrive on dirt, stagnant ponds, 
garbage, and overgrown a r e a 8,” 
Dr. Scott said. “ Clean-Up, Paint- 
Up, Fix-Up time gives us an anoth­ 
er opportunity to declare war on 
these threats to health. “ Remem­ 
ber,” he said, “ rats carry rabies, 
plague, typhus and other disease?*’ 
TO TO TO 


DR. SCOTT made these s u g- 
gestions on how best to safeguard 
a family’s health: 
(1) Repair and install 
window 
and door screens. 
(2) Drain stagnant pools a n d 
spray adjoining areas. 
(3) Cut weeds in yard and near­ 
by vacant lots. 
(4) Have 
metal 
gaibage 
and 
trash containers, with tightly fit­ 
ting lids (cans off the ground if 
possible.) 
(5) Rinse cans each week to pre­ 
vent odor. 
(6) Get rid of w o o d piles— a 
favorite home of rats and mice.
